MICHIGAN CITY, Ind., June 11.— 


"Unless Governor Durbin Intervenes the 
execution of Ora Copenhaver, who has 
been under sentence of death for nearly 
a year, will take place in the state 
prison here tomorrow. 


Copenhaver, who is scarcely more 


than of legal age, was a resident of 
Indianapolis and his crime was the 
murder of his young wife September 
T, last. 
Shortly before their dinner 


hour on the day of the tragedy Copen- 
haver called his wife to the door and 
without a warning or giving her any 
inkling of his intent, drew a re-volver 
from his pocket and fired four shots 
at her, three of which took effect. 
Th< 


•woman died at the hospital without 
gaining 
consciousness Copenhaver, 


after shooting his wife, calmly walked 
to a neighboring store and telephoned 
to the police station, informing the 
desk sergeant that a murder had been 
committed. He then awaited the com- 
ing: of the police and'surrendered hlm^ 
self. Jealousy was ascribed as the mo- 
tive for the deed. 
Copenhaver was 


speedily tried and convicted of mur- 
der In the first degree 
An appeal to 


the supreme court afforded no relief 
to the condemned man as that tribunal 
upheld the verdict of the lower court

The City Council of the City "of Reno

Section 1.—It shall be unlawful for 


any person or persons to open, keep, 
or conduct any house of ill fame, house 
of prostitution, house of assignation, or 
bawdy house within the . corporate 
limits of the City of Reno. 


Sec. 2—It shall be. unlawful for any 


woman of ill fame, or prostitnte, to 
follow "or prosecute the vocation of 
prostitution within'the corporate limits 
of the City of Reno. • 


Sec. 3.—Any. person violating any of. 


the provisions of Sections 1 or 2 of 
this Ordinance upon conviction there- 
of shall be fined In any sum not less 
three dollars and not exceeding, one. 
hundred dollars or be imprisoned in 
the county jail for a. term not exceedr 
ing sixty days or by both such fine and 
imprisonment.

Sec. 4.—It shall be .unlawful'for any 


prostitute or woman of ill fame to 
solicit, entice, or .Invite any person 
passing by or near any house of ill 
fame or any room or 'apartment oc- 
cupied or used by her for the purpose 
of following or prosecuting the voca- 
tion of prostitution to go therein.
